Mills litho- 
graph have come accept liabilities little known formerly 
and among these are heavy damage claims and the replace- 
ment shipments. These risks come most frequently from 
the danger passing torn which, fed into modern 
high speed offset press, likely damage making 
necessary its replacement. avoid damage claims from this 
source, much more intensive inspection methods have come 
into being most finishing departments. 

Both the increased labor cost packing materials and the 
increased labor cost inspection are said due the 
use printers more modern high speed presses. Printing 
press manufacturers have designed modern presses for 
higher volume printing production, but they have not given 
too much thought, said, the limitations paper and 
paper production. Fine paper manufacturers are affected 
this greater use high-volume presses two ways. The 
higher speeds such presses and the closer tolerances 
which they operate make necessary more careful inspection 
the paper that goes them, and this means more inspectors 
greater cost for labor. The greater volume paper used 
such presses means that more paper packed 
shipped them and. since there relatively little that mills 
can increase the efficiency this packing operation 
this means they must increase the number packing em- 
again greater cost for labor. 

Some concern has been expressed associations the 
graphic arts and printing industries that this recent wave 
price increases fine papers may cause shift among adver- 
tisers the use other media. However, writing paper in- 
dustry figures point out that the present price increases 
producing mills will transmit price increase less than 
ream the eventual consumer writing paper.
